Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 25, 26, 28 - 42, and 49 - 52 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed subject 
matter of the instant application as a whole either taken alone or in combination. In 
particular, the limitation of "providing a structure comprising a wafer substrate separated 
from a carrier base by a curable adhesive layer in a non-cured state positioned between 
the carrier base and the wafer substrate ... laser machining through the wafer substrate 
and the adhesive layer ...the second laser machining profile being different from the first 
laser machining profile" could not be found alone or in combination in the prior art of 
record as recited in claim 25 and In particular, the limitation of "a memory storing first 
and second laser machining profiles that specify values of machining parameters of the 
laser source and laser scanner for different machining processes ... the first laser 
machining profile being configured to enable the laser beam to cut through the wafer 
substrate, the second laser machining profile being configured to enable the laser beam 
to cut through the adhesive layer, and the second laser machining profile being different 
from the first laser machining profile" could not be found alone or in combination in the 
prior art of record as recited in claim 40. 

Claims 26, 28 - 39, 41 , 42, are 49 - 52 are also allowed as being dependent 
from an allowed independent claim.
